■ At n recent conference, of tho Pies 
idents and editors of flic Colleges of 
the Pacific. Coast, this limiter was 
discussed at length and (he general 
opinion wan that, participation in 
student, body activities should be. open 
lo everyone but that students should 
bo llinilcd' iii -the number of affairs 
in which they can take pari. 

Four of tho Universities represent- 
ed have already taken steps to bring 
this about by the establishment of 
tho "point" system whereby every 
student Is allowed lo make only a 
limited number of points each year. 
Participation In 'any student activity 
rates one point, the points being 
divided into two classes — major points 
and minor points. The major points 
uro won In those activities which take 
so much time as to render it impos- 
sible for a man to take part in two 
of them and still have, ample time for 
his studies. Minor points are for the 
activities which . ido not demand so 
much tlmo and energy.:. . 

Under. .this system a man could not 
hold the office of student body presi- 
dent and football captain at the same 
time as both rate major points and 
only one ninjor point is allowed at 
one time. Tho number of minor points 
varies but effectively checks over- 
participation in student body activ- 
ities. 

Very favorable results have been 
obtained, in the .Uniyorsitios where 
this system is iu use. Student body 
affairs are handled more efficiently 
because the officers can spend all 
their energy on llio successful hand- 
ling of ono office Instead ot attempt- 
ing to take care of two or three. 

The scholastic, standing bus been 
raised ns the student has only a def- 
inite amount of student bcxiy affairs 
lo taltc care of and so can devote 
moro time to bis studies llv.ui he Old 
formerly; 

■Another benefit derived from this 
system is tin- fact, that more stipl.mit 
participate in student activities. 
Thcro is practically no opportun!!) 1 
( tiered for a ipan to be elected ta 
two or morn nffieos on tlie strength 
of his, athletic record or on his per- 
sonnllfy regardless of his ability in 
that particular line. Ho can go out. 
for only one-major point «nd It has 
been fuund that tho man will 'usually 
choose the line In which lie Is most 
Interested, and. for which he usually 
has the greater ability. It is also 
necessary for a groalcr number of 
students to handle tho affaira which 
does away with government by a few 
and makes for' more democracy. Hav- 
ing mmlo a certain "number of pointa 
a man becomes inollgililn for office 
thus giving everyone a better chance 
to bn active.

The following nrtlcle which npcare': 
Iu the "Nation" has liroiiWcrl mucn 
Interest In collegiate circles, and tins 
been dscnsse.d and commented upon 
by several leading publications. 

"Tho editors and managers of tha 
undergraduate newspapers of a num- 
ber of Unstorn women's colleges sat 
together In convention room were dis- 
cussing their common nroblemn. In- 
telligence fin'dl ability were obvious 
possessions "f all of (hem. Thoy hod 
iilso tho apperirahco of being entirely 
nlive which belongs to people who 
have something of meaning and Im- 
portunées to do. Thoy fount the task 
of editing and writing college news- 
papers ;i baffling one rind tho prob- 
lems that they faced resolved them- 
selves finally Intp one problem: Tlie 
students: in the colleges were not in- 
terested in anything, Surely a rtls- 
couraglng fact to face, one which the. 
editor if the :Salurday Evenlnc Post' 
or the New York .lEvenins Journal' 
knows nothing about, 

".Should they print roporls of lec- 
tures Which -iM". whole college might 
have heard and which were attended 
by a. dozen stnden.ls? Should they 
bring into the paper- news ot the out- 
side world, and 'try to interest tho 
undergraduates' In - mutter's- of public 
significance? Should they talk a.botit 
education in general and the curric- 
ulum iu particular— to several hun- 
dred deaf ears? Or should they mere- 
ly chronicle the interests of the maj- 
ority: and If so . . . 'But the maj- 
ority has no Interests." Tho delegates 
agreed on that. 

"They compared notes. One editor 
thought that If the students at her 
college could be said to rend anything 
with eagerness it was thé collections 
of mlscellaneius facts. They like to 
know how many pieces ot mail-mat- 
ter come into the college and go out 
every week: how many bricks' It took 
to build the new dormitory.' Another 
delegato said that brief 'theater 'and 
and book notes were read; another 
that a creary humorous column was 
the thing, the college turned; to; . an- 
other said that the discussions of ' col- 
lege fads, such as the use of th» 
swagger-stick, made matter that her. 
public would read. 'If" the students at 

C would get excited abotrt 

swagger-stlcki I'd take U as a hope- 
ful sign,' said a cynical young woman 
In the front row. 

"A frail, passing intelrcst in fads, 
the itheatcr. books, facts, jokes — is 
this a. foundation to build. a paper on? 
The editors seemed 4iardly to think j 
so. They looked hi vain for some 
breath of hot feeling, some prejudice, 
some clash of Ideas. And all they 
found was a languid tolerance foi- 
any Idea. Modern students it appear- 
ed, can no.t be shocked or won: they 
urn pleasantly aloof from the bitter 
interests that' tear the worlfl. The) 
read, but books ' are Book's to them, 
adjuncts to serene ' iicnilehilc progress 
—not chronicles of living reality. Tho 
world is a little misty to them, a 
llttlo remote, as if thoy wero the 
souls in some Maeterlltiekian heaven 
walling to bo horn, 

"No ono would wish for the stut'- 
ents of America the tortures of hung- 
er, the clash . of national, and racial 
hatreds, tho grinding efforts by night 
and day, summer and winter, to se- 
cure money to buy learning- These 
things, characteristic of European 
universities, make life real enough, in 
all conscience, and education a thing 
to warp the mind and blunt tlie sen- 
sibilities. Perhaps some compromise 
ia necessary between hunger and 
complacency. Perhaps the genera- 
tion that is being born out of our 
Aiuurioah colleges will havu to rub 
against lite a little before It really 
believes In It. Real interest Is an 
emotion and emotions spring from tho 
needs of human beings, and to far In 
this comparatively comfortable laud 
thorn has bei-u little of Europe's bit- 
ter need lor Interest ane Intelligence;"

TRAGIC END 

Of Fatally Popular Tbomas 
MacSluffan Bustc 

Al FRATERNITY 

Ladies Requested lo Omit 
Silk Dresses at Funeral 

The tfURiC death of Tlioinaa M;ic- 

stuffun I nisi c occurred hist cvctiitti; 
at tho Kta Hltla V\ Fratornlly. Fill- 
vcrslty St., where ho committed sui- 
cide sometime between 11.30 pin. an, I 
." a.m. this morning. Tho corpse was 
found lying in tin- midst of a pile of 
bills from the lending fashion Store» 
I3y his side was an empty Indelible 
ink bottle. 

Mr. Ihisto war. a popular and well- 
known member of Mod. 'J I. Ilo was 
especially famous a: a l.ady- Killer 
although his Fraternity brothers de- 
clare thai till the day of his death 
his heart was still his own. 

When Leap Voar came in, his com- 
rades noticed that he appeared palo 
and worried and did not cat. 'low- 
ever the real cause of his desponden- 
cy was not ascertained until this 
morning. 

The corpse of the unfortunate vic- 
tim was discovered by l.cnmc 
Themmc, who entered the death- 
chamber at 3:45 this morning intend- 
ing to return the deceased's "Tux" 
which he was accustomed to borrow 
several nights a week. 

Examination ot the letters and 
accounts scattered around the room 
revealed that they were all bills for 
silk dresses, the price of his bachelor 
freedom. Fifty -seven of these hills 
were found and it has since been dis- 
covered that llie-unfortunatc man had 
before his death paid off at least 
forty such debts. It is believed Hint 
Mr. Bustc took' bis own life while tem- 
porarily insane as the result of finan- 
cial difficulties. 

The body will be taken to its first 
cremation to-morrow at noon, The 
urn will hen remain hi the Antl- 
M orgue of the It.VC. until Feb, 20th 
when it will be officially Interred at 
Underbill Place. As a mark of res- 
peel to the deceased ladles arc re- 
quested not to wear silk dresses at 
the funeral,

I handled, both in church and out of 
It, simply as young people, the. ari-e 
of whose life Is towiirds 3Ç1C- realiza- 
tion and er,irrpleter,.ess Jlf^tM^-it Is 
with others. Their dceugSgjTiecds are 
human needs, which Can best I 
by the Christian faith Intelligently 
and lovinrly presented. 

The churches thai, are alert, free 
from mere dogmatism, or the unnerv- 
ing fear that knowledge can destroy 
faith, and more in earnest about a 
grip on reality, in matters of truth 
and life, than about anything else, 
not only get the presence of students 
at their services, but win their grati- 
tude, for the hearts of students also 
were mail», for God. and they can 
find no rest until they find Him. 

The daily '.raining of students 
should lead them to care first for 
fact truth, and beauty of life; and 
who dare say that these are ever the 
enemies of "rue religion? Let the 
churches offer students the realities 
of God and life as they arc in Jesus 
Christ and no more difficulty will be 
found with them than with other 
young people. 

The truth is that in Universities 
there is more Interest in religion than 
there bus been for years past. Tho 
Students' Christian Movement is of 
vast significance to the world and 
ought to be to tho churches. As I 
write."

The danger in Universities to-day 
Is not any active form of unbelief, 
Ion a pro-occ.tipation of young life 
with* sport, and crowding soda) act- 
ivities that is displacing keenn«ns of 
intellectual pursuits and spiritual 
ferments, and lea.vinç little time for 
Church or oiher Interests. An Indif- 
ferenco, born of pre-ncetipatlon and 
fed by ii. and not hostility to re- 
ligion is the peril 'hat is on us. It 
It i rue of other spheres of life than 
Universities. If Churches can do any- 
thing to break in on that pre-occtip- 
atlon and woo youth in part, hut only 
iin due par!, to other pursuits, both 
; Intellectual and spiritual, civic, and 
! national, they will render a great 
i service 

To i,e successful in that. s«vlc» 
I there are, certain necessary prc-rc- 
111 laites. A merely denunciatory min- 
i istry will not lead ns anywhere, nor 
'will a fervently hortatory one. Youth 
! Is overloaded with exhortation — so 
ai', the Churehes gcperaJly. What 
: both of them need is Christian teach- 
im--, not in the hoary formulae and 
1 sanctified shibboleths of yesterday 
but in the living thought and lan- 
guage. ,,f this perplexed and burdened 
time. Let the august, claims of the 
Christian faith he intelligently pre- 
sented, not merely as a mystery to 
be adored, hut. as truth to be zrasp- 
ed and a life to be lived, as a chal- 
lenge '.ii he accepted and an exper- 
iono" to be tested, indeed, as a know- 
ledir,.. deeper and grander than sages 
can ever teach, and yet hostile to 
nothing that is true, or lovely, or of 
good report — and then student life, 
and other life, will find Ln it as of 
old the one thing needful. The bugle 
call to the Christian ministry to-day 
is to return to teaching as elear. as 
closely re.isoned and as persuasive, 
as is given on other subjects pre- 
sented to the minds of students. 

That is the Churches' way forward; 
-Ul else is merely adventitious, art- 
ificial, ineffective foolish, leading us 
nowhere, as ail the experiments oi 
yesterday abundantly prove.
